the proper resolution Is adopted there will be 
armed intervention by the Organization of American 
States in Cuba with the United States providing 
the military forces. 

4. There is a probability that Castro 
will seize the Shell, Esso-Standard Oil and Texaco 
Refineries within the near future but he will wait 
until all of the Russian technicians who are trained 
to run the refineries have arrived and are 

ready to continue the refinery operation. 

5. The Cuban Electric Company, owned 
by the American and Foreign Power, Incorporated, 
will be seized within the near future and 
workers are already agitating for its seizure 

by painting signs on company trucks and property 
calling for "Intervention". 

6. If a counter-revolution does not 
occur within three weeks Castro will fabricate 
his own counter-revolution for the purpose of 
eliminating a large number of Individuals both 
inside and outside the government whom he suspects 
to be plotting against him.

The increasing amount of informative intelligence 
data submitted by the field in connection with the Cuban 
situation demonstrates the capacity of the field to secure 
such data and it has proved most helpful in enabling the 
Bureau to keep other Government agencies advised of informa- 
tion essential to an accurate appraisal ef the situation. 

A great deal of information has been received which 
does not deal with specific investigative cases. In the great 
majority of such instances, this has been transmitted to the 
Bureau by alrtel with letterhead memorandum attached suitable 
for dissemination. This procedure is most beneficial as it 
enables prompt dissemination at Seat of Government to 
interested agencies. In view of widespread dissemination of 
such data, the Bureau cannot emphasize too strongly the neces- 
sity for thorough, accurate, ana neat preparation of these 
memoranda.

It is in the area of intelligence data not related 
to specific investigative cases that significance of data 
collected nay be negated to a great extent in the course of 
dissenination by a lack of system tic presentation, a failure 
to prepare the nenorandun so that it speaks for itself and a 
lack of continuity where a subsequent nenorandun adds to or 
negates data specifically related to a prior nenorandun. 

With regard to the latter, it is essential when outwitting 
a letterhead nenorandun under a general control file caption, 
such as the caption of this letter, that any subsequent letter- 
head nenorande subnitted which contain data specifically 
elaborating upon data in initial nenorandun indicate briefly 
the prior data to which the current inforaation relates. 

The necessity for this would prinarily occur whore you sub- 
nitted initial data innediately as natter of expediency . 
with the full intention of following up with nore conplete 
details after initial source or other sources were fully 
interviewed for conplete details. 

The nost effective nethod of assuring a systematic 
dissenination of intelligence data unrelated to a specific 
investigative file nay be found in proper selection of the 
genersl control file caption to be utilised. Continuity of 
related data is established thereby and the control file 
itself then beconea a collection point Which affords a basis 
for spotting s particular trend and for locating topical 
data which, if only included as a part of a great nass of 
investigative data reported in a particular case file, would 
be difficult if not inpossible to locate when needed. For 
your information in this regard, attached is a list of the 
nore frequently utilised general control files used by the 
Bureau in connection with Cuban natters.

An aggression 
by American imperialism would have meant not 
only the end of the Cuban revolution, but also 
would have impeded considerably the start of the 
struggle of the peoples of Latin America. As 
the problems are almost identical, if Cuba wins, 
all of Latin America will blaze up like straw. 

Hence the Cuban people accept with joy and gratitude 
the disinterested aid of the Soviet Union and of 
the socialist camp* this is the guarantee of their 
ory. 



Qt EISENHOWER'S threats suggest that the American 
imperialists have not given up all hope of an 
intervention. What form could it take? 

A* Strictly speaking, the American intervention against 
Cuba is going on continuously. Prom the first 
days of our revolution, they have been waging against 
us a merciless campaign to try to isolate and dis- 
credit us. At the same time, they were urging their 
puppet TRUJILLO to undertake from his island an 
armed intervention against Cuba. This ended in 
a failure. In addition to the press campaigns, 
there were bombings of sugar plantations, acts of 
sabotage in the main cities, Otc. Aggression could 
take two forms. Some favor a direct armed aggression, 
others consider using the O.A.S., which would enable 
other American States to join in the venture. Hence 
Cuba has recourse to the Security Council, and not 
to this organization which is only an instrument 
in the hands of American imperialism. The United 
States is now maneuvering to launch the inter - 
American organization against our people. 

Q: What are the economic consequences of the American 

blockade? 

A: In other times, they woutd have been very serious 

for our country. Today, thanks to the socialist 
camp, there are almost no consequences, "fake for 
example the question of oil. This is a vital matter 
for us. We tried to buy some from independent 
American companies. Under the pressure of the 
international oil trust, these companies refused. 

The situation was critical, for at the very time 
that the threat of an intervention was becoming 
more definite, the economic pressure was becoming 
more severe. Then it is that we turned to the 
Soviet Union, and this was for us doubly advantageous. 
We pay less for oil, and this enables us to save 
something like $25 million, and, besides, its 
delivery is subject to no condition. The same 
situation is true of sugar. We have now abundant 
markets. And the measures taken by the American 



Senate do not affect us. Possibly, in the coning 
weeks, the U.S.A. may intensify its embargo policy 
on other indispensable kinds of raw materials. But 
let it be remembered that the U.S.A. is not the 
only producer in the world and we know where to go. 

The aid of the Soviet Union and KHRUSHCHEV* s declaration 
help us to gain time and enable us to move on faster. 

But, though a new sun is shining upon Cuba, we should 
nor blind ourselves to the fact that nevertheless^ 
the threat is still there. 

Q t What measures do you expect to take against American 
interests if they keep up the economic war? 

At We know that it is a merciless struggle and we may 

"ZL expect no favor from American imperialists. As a 
reply to EISENHOWER'S threats, the Cuban Council 
of Ministers is empowered to confiscate American 
property when it will judge it opportune. We shall 
render blow for blow: for each aggression, of 
whatever kind it may be. there will be a confiscation. 

The imperialist aggression helps the advance of the 
Cuban revolution. One might be tempted to say that 
the more the U.S.A. attacks us, the more we advance. 

Q: What is the outlook from the socialist camp for 

the development of Cuban economy? 

A: Quite favorable* We have concluded many trade agreements 

and obtained long term credits at a very low rate 
of interest. Besides, the technical aid which we 
receive and which is due to increase in the coming 
months, is most important for the development of 
our industry. And above all, the socialist camp 
represents a sure market which offers solid guarantees 
for the disposal of all our products. J 

Concluding his interview, R. CASTRO emphasised 
the importance which the Cuban people attach to the 
campaign in the Western countries in favor of Cuba. 

He noted especially the part taken by the French 
working class and its organizations. He expressed 
the wish to see this campaign develop because, as he 
said, what is in question is not merely 



the revolution of Cuba and of the countries of 
Latin America, but the struggle of the workers 
of the world against imperialism. Hence the 
campaign must be broadened and other forces must 
be included to develop the movement of solidarity

The press campaign was not enough, and the enemies 
of Cuba went on to acts. The big business people whose n

"the association of a shark and twenty sardines," as they 
say. Among the twenty sardines, we must include not only 
the last three bloody dictators of Latin America (Paraguay, 
Nicaragua and Santo Domingo), but also governments whose 
complying with the Washington directives is not in doubt 
and which give to EISENHOWER an almost automatic majority. 
Hence it is to the world's public opinion that Cuba appeals, 
since it rejects the O.A.S. as a suspect judge.

La detenoion an Brasil de Arturo Evert, su- 
pervisor da todos los partidoa Ccraunistas dal oono sur-amerioa.no, la ilegalixa- 
oion da loa partidoa an Argentina, Brasil y Uruguay, oontribuyd a diaminuir aun 
mis la poea atenoion qua prestaba el Comintern a todo to qua no fuera la derenoidn 
del Fasoiano en Euro pa , los doe partidoa eomunistas latlnoamerioanos mi a aotivas 
y pujantes amergleron an Cuba y Mdjioo re for* ado por los refugiados eomunistas ea- 
paftoles. 

Durante la guerra oon el Eje y oomo aonseouenoia del trato igual y leal de aliado 
que se le did a Husia, todos los partidos eomunistas del mundo ee revitalizaron, 
sin neoesidad de aotividid exoepoional del Comintern, y oomo la polftioa de data 
tuvo que aer de incondieional apoyo a las naoiones contraries al EJe, se detuvi^ 
ron redlealmente las actividades subversives en America y los paisee a fines o - 
aliadoa . 

Consoiente de que rauohoe pa£ses contaban oon ejercitos de guerrilleroa para el 
Partido, Stalin hi*o el anunoio que se hab£a diauelto la Intarnacional Comunista 
deolaraoion que aasi nadle creyo p arc que did motivo a urn nueva transformaoidn 
de eea organisacidn. 

Insplrandose en una nueva estrategia de infiltraoion, desapareoieron lae oonsig- 
nas antfnaeionalistas y ant£-aooialietas quo habfan heoho en el pa 3 ado mis fran- 
oa la luoha oonuniata, pero mas di flail y que eondujeron al Comintern a un ruido 
ao fraoaso «n Aleraania. 

Con ajaroitos eomunistas en Yugoeslavia, Oraoia, e Italia, y el Ejeroito Ruso oon 
posibilidadea de invadir a Europe Oriental, la mi tad del viejo continents era de 
suponer que eayera en manoa oCHBuniatas. 

Con ej«roit 03 eomunistas en China, Filipinaa, Indonesia e Indochina, Asia estaba 
asegurada praotioamente para el comunismo una vez terrainada la guerra. 

Ante un enemigo oomun, el Nazi-Fascismo, que araenazaba realmente, fue poaibla - 
obtener oon faoilidad la unidn de fuerziS antagdnicas oomo la comunista y la d£ 
mooratioa, El Comintern auspioid entonoes, la politico de frente naoional que - 
llevaba dentro el oaballo da Troy a del comunismo. 

Agentes eomunistas se incrustiron en todos los partidoa locales pugnando por po 
si oi ones relevantes y procurando que la ayuda d* todaa las fuerzas democrat loss 
se volcara en las guerrillas eomunistas. 

As£, cuando termind la guerra hubo en los parses sedalndos un Ejdreito Comunista, 
un Partido Comunista, y todos los partidoa infiltradoa por los eomunistas, apart© 
da nuervos partidoa, aparentsmente democr£tioos pero dirigidoa por oomuniataa. - 
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Ejemplos: Partido Naoionalista Revolucionario de Indochina dirigido por Ho Chi 
Ming que logro desencadenar una guerra en aquella colonia francesa y finalmente 
establecer el regimen sovietico de Viet-Nam del Norte. 

Mientras goberno Stalin y posteriormente su disclpulo Malenkoff, sostenido y ase 
sorado por la vieja guardia Stalinista, el Comintern continue? tenazmente empeha- 
do en penetrar totalmente en Alemania, cuya posesion absoluta se consider^ tra- 
dicionalmente, indispensable para la seguridad de la Union Sovietica. 

Los partidos comunistas en America habian sido abandonados a su suerte y per- 
maneclan casi todos ilegalizados, sin actividades clandestinas notables, conducidos 
nominalmente por dirigencias vie jas y burocratizadas que seguian los vaivenes de 
la polltica local, secundando los partidos que les garantizaban vivir sin persecu- 
si on. 

En Africa donde se advertxan los primeros sintomas nacionalistas , en las an- 
tiguas colonias, estaban casi igualmente reducidas a cero las actividades del 
Comintern. 

Mientras en Rusia, dentro del Partido, se gestaba en movimientos de insurgen- 
cia contra la vieja guardia. Un grupo lidereado por Nikita y Mikoyan, y con el 
apqyo eventual de los Mariscales, se lanzd al asalto del poder, destruyendo a 
Malenkoff, Molotov y los demas stalinistas. 

Una nueva reorganizacion se produjo en el Comintern acentuandose la campana 
contra las democracias en todo el Mundo. Consignas, huelgas, sabotages, guerras 
de guerrillas e invaBiones, se iniciaron en Asia, donde estaban las mas formida- 
bles bases comunistas. 

Movimientos nacionalistas, apoyados y sostenidos por los comunistas y por 
Rusia , se desencadenaron en el medio oriente , donde la franca accion comunista no 
era posible por el fanatismo religioso islamico. Sin embargo, estos gobiernos - 
nacionalistas arabes, sirvieron perfectamente los intereses rusos, causando todo 
genero de dificultades a las democracias occidentales e infligi^ndoles grandes 
perdidas a las companxas petroleras de capital occidental y estableoiendo una 
cabeza de playa para expandir el comunismo por el resto de Africa. 

El terrorismo en Kenya y Argelia y los movimientos independentistas en el 
Africa occidental, se sucedieron con amplio apoyo y estlmulo publico de Rusia 
y la accion secreta del Comintern. 

Del movimiento africano obtuvieron dos gobiernos arabes pro-comunistas , una - 
republica negra en la orbita sovietica y la aparicion de partidos comunistas loca- 
les en todas las nuevas naciones. 

America continuaba al margen de la accion del Comintern. Aparte de algunos 
congresos comunistas de poco exito, de las asambleas de la desprestigiada Confe- 
deracion de Trabajadores Latino Americanos, presidida por V. Lombardo Toledano, 
de declaraciones de Luis Carlos Prestes en el Brasil, de la expulsion desmorali- 
zadora de la doetrina romaantico-anarqxiista de J. Paul Srtre y de ccmferencias 
de Pablo Nerunda, Rafael Alberti, Diego Rivera, Siqueiros, Orozco, el loco - 
Ezra Pond y otros artistas intelectuales y comunistoides, nada se hacla por reac- 
tualizar la polxtica y actividad comunista en el continente americano.

and shouting anti-American slogans. 

The informant said that according to his information 
the idea behind this demonstration is to cause the Americans 
on Guantanamo Base to fire upon the crowd, which will provide 
a basis for propaganda by the Cuban government against the 
.jtfpted States Government. 

The informant pointed out that it is entirely 
possible that all members of this demonstration will not 
be fully aware of what its ultimate aim is to be. 

The informant further pointed out that there 
exists a possibility that shots may be fired at this group 
of demonstrators from somewhere else and the United States 
accused of the act or that shots may be fired over the group 
toward the Guantanamo Base which it would be hoped would

Passport records revealed an application for registration 
for one WILLIAM CLARE DAVIS dated 1/27/60, at Havana, Cuba, 
to expire on 1/26/63.

"'I believe 9 as do the majority of the Cuban 
people , that the reforms which have taken place 
here are the greatest thing which has happened 
in Cuba D This is what Cuba has needed for a 
long time . It is a dream becoming real „ 0 . the 
dream of being independent in the fullest sense 
of the words politically and economically. , „ free 
to be friendly with and to have trade with any 
nation , without having to get permission from anyone. 

"'We had an economy which depended on sugar 
only, and we traded with one country onlys the 
United States of America „ The United States did 
not permit u® to sell to countries like Russia 
and China, both of which wanted to trade with 
us , since the Unified States controlled Cuban 
economy. United States enterprises owned a 
large part of our sugar industry, telephones, 
electricity, fuels, the automobiles and machinery 
which we had to buy in the United States. We could 
not plant rice because we had to buy it from 
the United States. By controlling those interests, 
the Americans had more power in Cuba than the 
Cubans themselves. The control of these interests 
was not always obtained in a legal way. Sometimes 
they were obtained through bribery and through 
Illegal concessions by governments which did not 
care about the future of Cuba, and were concerned 
ongr with filling their own pockets. 

"'Then came FIDEL CASTRO, who is trying to 
return to the people what should always have belonged 
to them, and to give them schools and new sources 
of work, and that is why they call him Rad. And

'"because 1 believed that he was doing what he should 
do they called me the same thing that they call 
everybody who does not think or act as the 
Americans want him to. They said that 1 was a 
Communist, a traitor, that I was a son of a ,,,, 
that 1 should go back to Cuba, that 1 should 
not stay there, and they were righto My 
duty is to be in Cuba„ 

I have my pride , my self-respect, and 
for the sake of dignity , I should not have stood 
so much, 1 could not stand having them insult 
me every day and see the economic agression 
against Cuba and know that the Pentagon was 
asking the President to order an attack on Cuba, 
and that the State Department told them that 
they were expecting it, but they wanted the 
approval of the other Latin -American countries, 
and to see if by offering them a new economic 
aid program, using the sugar quota of Cuba, they

'"I could not see all this and keep quiet, 
waiting to see what would happen and to see if 
the Armed Forces would discharge me some day, 
which could have taken months, and Cuba could be 
attacked tomorrow, and 1 want to be here to 
help to defend my country in its fight to 
obtain its real independence.
